Portugal’s €2.5 billion present 



Prime Minister Jose Socrates and his 
cabinet met over the weekend to approve 
Portuguese measures to respond to the 
global financial downturn, which included 
a €2.5 billion cash injection into the 
economy. The move came shortly after he 
agreed an EU-wide economic stimulus 
package with fellow leaders. 


Poverty threatens 
one fifth of 
Portuguese families 

Almost 20 per cent of families in Portugai are 
borderiine poor, according to the resuits of a 
survey that was carried out iast year to assess 
Income and Living Conditions (EUSILC). 
Eighteen per cent are at serious risk of iiving 
in poverty. 


While social benefits 
have reduced the overall to- 
tal of poverty in Portugal by 
six per cent, the difference 
between the wealthy and 
the poor is blatant. Portu- 
gal’s wealthiest families 
are earning 6.5 times more 
than those with the lowest 
form of income. 

‘Risk of poverty’ is calcu- 
lated on the proportion of 
habitants with an annual 
income per adult that is un- 
der €4,544, in 2006 (less than 
€379 per month). 


It has been concluded that, 
as seen in previous years, pov- 
erty in Portugal continues to 
mainly affect the elderly, of 
which 26 per cent are at risk 
of living in poverty. The ma- 
jority of these are elderly 
women. 

At the opposite end of the 
spectrum it has been esti- 
mated that 21 per cent of in- 
dividuals under the age of 18 
are also at risk, as are 32 per 
cent of all unemployed indi- 
viduals, one per cent more 
than last year. 
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“I have decided to convene the 
cabinet to approve the Portu- 
guese plan, which we have been 
working on for several weeks. 
The decisions we’ ve just taken at 
European level gives us boosted 
confidence to endorse it,” said the 
Prime Minister shortly before 
the plan was unveiled. 

Jose Socrates said his Socialist 
Government was afforded “room 
for manoeuvre” to tackle the ef- 
fects of the world economic crisis 
at national level because Lisbon is 
now working with a budget gap of 
2.2 percent of GDP, compared to 
6.83 percent in 2005. 

With the injection of €2.5 bil- 
lion, the budget deficit is ex- 


pected to hit three percent, which 
is the limit imposed by the EU on 
member states, though Portugal 
managed to escape any lasting 
punishment three years ago when 
the deficit almost reached seven 
percent. 

The government measures an- 
nounced this week amount to 1 .4 
percent of the state budget for 
2009 and includes 29 measures, 
while private entities, awarded 
more guarantees and lower taxes, 
have said they will pump a fur- 
ther five billion euros into the 
economy, bringing the grand to- 
tal applied, to €7 . 2 billion, or 4 . 1 
percent of the GDP. 

In essence the Government 


funds will be used to modernise 
schools, boost jobs and fund ex- 
ports in Europe’ s first recession 
since 1993. 

Portugal’ s economy recorded 
negative growth in the third quar- 
ter, brought on largely by the fact 
that the economies of Portugal’ s 
largest trading partners, such as 
Spain and Germany, all con- 
tracted. 

The National Institute of Sta- 
tistics (INE) reported last week 
that the Portuguese economy had 
shrunk 0. 1 percent between June 
and September in comparison to 
the previous quarter, running the 
risk of entering a technical reces- 
sion in 2008. 


The quarterly figures repre- 
sented growth of 0.6 percent over 
the year’s earlier period, INE 
said. 

A technical recession is when 
negative growth is reported over 
two consecutive quarters. 

Observers are currently di- 
vided as to whether or not a late 
splurge in Christmas shopping 
will be adequate to stave off a re- 
cession in 2008, though the Gov- 
ernment has expressed hope that 
figures for the final quarter will 
be positive. 

However, even if the country 
does fall into a recession in 2008, 
it will only become official next 
March. 


Portugal hit by multi-million 
Madoff pyramid fraud 



Figures from The Bank of Portugal (BdP) and the Comissao do Mercado de Valores Mobiliarios (CMVM) 
market regulating body this week confirmed that nearly €1 00 million of Portuguese funds and private 
investments were exposed to former Nasdaq stock market chairman Bernard Madoff’s alleged ponzi 
scheme, otherwise known as a ‘pyramid’ scheme, which has so far reportedly racked up more than 
$50bn (£33.5bn) in fraudulent losses around the world and is set to be the biggest case of its kind. 


Earlier this week it was feared 
Portugal could be affected by 
Madoff’ s set up after Spain’ s El 
Pais newspaper confirmed its na- 
tional bank Santander was pre- 
dicting a loss of 2.7 billion dol- 
lars through the scheme. 
Santander, which owns UK 
banks Abbey, Alliance & 
Leicester, and Bradford & 
Bingley, said one of its funds had 
$3 . Ibn invested in the firm run 
by Bernard Madoff. 

According to Portuguese 
daily newspaper Didrio de 
Noticias, BdP has said Portu- 


guese bank exposure to the 
Madoff Investment Security 
Group was “extremely re- 
duced”, which it calculated at 
round €18 million. 

A further €67 million from in- 
dividual high earning Portuguese 
clients is believed to be tied up in 
the scheme, along with €1 1 mil- 
lion from other investment funds, 
as calculated by the CMVM. 

In total Portugal could suffer 
losses estimated at €96 million. 

Seventy-year-old Bernard L. 
Madoff was arrested by North 
American authorities last Thurs- 



day and charged with securities 
fraud in what Eederal prosecutors 
described as a ‘ponzi’ scheme that 
could involve losses of more than 
$50 billion. 

He was reportedly con- 
demned by his own children af- 
ter he confessed to them that his 
achievements were “one big lie”. 

Meanwhile European and 
Asian banks have revealed bil- 
lion of dollars of exposure to 
Bernard Madoff and his alleged 
ponzi scheme, with customers 
of Spain’ s Santander bankpoten- 
tially facing some of the biggest 
losses. 

A ponzi scheme, otherwise 
known as a pyramid scheme, is 
a fraudulent investment opera- 
tion that involves paying abnor- 
mally high returns to investors 
out of the money paid in by sub- 
sequent investors, rather than 


from the profit from any real 
business. 

New York press reported 
Madoff used a simple form of 
pyramid in which new investors 
financed older ones. 

If found guilty, Bernard 
Madoff, who was once de- 
scribed as ‘one of the most bril- 
liant fund investors ’ , could now 
take a place in history as one of 
Wall Streets biggest fraudsters. 

In Portugal a similar scheme 
was operating between 1970 and 
1984 by the notorious ‘Dona 
Branca’ , who was often referred 
to as ‘the people’s banker’. 

Eor more than a decade Marfa 
Branca dos Santos maintained a 
ponzi scheme that paid ten per- 
cent monthly interest. She was 
arrested in 1984, and in 1988 she 
was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. 
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Deals on climate 
and economy 
sealed in Brussels 

After two days of intense negotiations, European ieaders 
reached agreement on how to achieve the EU’s ambitious 
ciimate change goais and endorsed a €200bn pian to 
revive the fiagging EU economy. They aiso worked out a 
pian with Ireiand for ratifying the Lisbon Treaty, the 
European Commission said in a statement. 


Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso hailed the agree- 
ments as “historic decisions” and 
called on the world to follow the 
EU’s action on climate change. 
“Yes you can. You can do what 
we are doing,” he said at a news 
conference wrapping up the 
year’s final EU summit. 

The meeting in Brussels was 
seen as a crucial test of European 
commitment to fight global warm- 
ing. The EU has the world’ s most 
ambitious climate change targets, 
including a 20 percent cut in 
greenhouse gases by 2020. But 
EU leaders and lawmakers have 
been debating most of the year 
how to achieve these goals. 

Divisions sharpened after the 
financial crisis crippled the Eu- 
ropean economy, with some 
countries concerned about the 
cost to industry. 

The agreement will give the 
EU more clout at international 
climate talks next year, the EC 
said. The EU is hoping others - 
like the United States, China, In- 
dia, Russia and Brazil - will fol- 
low its example. “Europe has 
passed its credibility test,” Mr 
Barroso said. 

EU countries also reached 
agreement on an economic stimu- 
lus package to ease the effects of 
the financial crisis. The package 
of growth measures is worth 
about €200bn, or 1.5 percent of 
total EU output. The bulk of the 
money - € 1 70 billion - will come 
from national budgets. The re- 
maining €30 billion is to come 
from the budgets of the EU and 
the European Investment Bank. 
Governments would spend the 
money in the way best suited to 
their economic needs. 

On the Lisbon Treaty, Ireland 
agreed to hold a second ballot 
next year once the concerns of 
Irish voters are addressed. The 
treaty was rejected in a referen- 
dum in June, putting on hold a 
long-awaited reform of EU insti- 
tutions. 

Many Irish are worried about 
how the treaty would affect the 
country’s taxation policies, its 
military neutrality and ethical 


issues such as abortion. The 
Council offeredireland legal guar- 
antees that the Treaty would not 
infringe on the Government ’ s au- 
thority in those areas. 

Irish voters also objected to a 
plan to cut the number of Euro- 
pean commissioners, under 
which member countries - Ireland 
included - would lose their auto- 
matic right to a commissioner. 
The Council agreed to take the 
necessary legal steps so that if the 
treaty takes effect, all 27 EU coun- 
tries could continue to have a 
commissioner in Brussels. 

Prior to the meeting, the Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister ex- 
plained European leaders had 
reached “a good basis of under- 
standing” over a proposed €200 
billion plan to relaunch econo- 
mies across the European Union, 
Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates was reported as saying 
by the Lusa News Agency. 

“Europe is very decided to 
present a plan of action, a plan of 
response to the international fi- 
nancial crisis”, Socrates toldjour- 
nalists upon arriving for the sec- 
ond and last day of European 
Council meetings in Brussels. 

“There’s a European consen- 
sus and determination to act, not 
to wait for the crisis to pass, but 
to act”, he added, saying the Eu- 
ropean Commission’ s proposed 
stimulus package was based on 
“public investment” to create 
jobs and kick start economic ac- 
tivity. 

As to parallel energy and cli- 
mate-change initiatives, Socrates 
said “some aspects” still lacked 
“complete accord”, but that 
“great determination” existed to 
keep Europe at the forefront of 
“the absolutely indispensable 
transformation” needed to fight 
global warming.

Last week more than 14,000 Father Christmases gathered in downtown 
Oporto in an attempt to set a new world record as well as raising money for 
underprivileged children. 


Around 17,400 people had 
initially put their name down to 
take part in the gathering, 
though, possibly because of the 
cold weather and rain, some did 
not turn out. 

It was still a successful affair 
and in total a 14,230 Santas en- 
rolled for the massive challenge, 
eachpaying one euro to go to char- 
ity. 

Men, women and children 
took part in the event, filling the 
area with traditional red and 


white costumes and breaking last 
year’s record by 130 people. 

Thousands made their way to 
downtown Oporto to watch the 
mass of Santas march around the 
city centre, which made for yet 
another Portuguese entry in the 
Guinness World Book of 
Records. 

According to the Guinness 
World Records website the pre- 
vious world record for the larg- 
est gathering of Santas was set 
last year in Derry City, North- 


ern Ireland, where a total of 
12,965 people took part dressed 
as Santa or Santa’ s helpers. 

Meanwhile, also in Northern 
Portugal, Matosinhos has been 
crowned the world’s city with 
most Father Christmases per 
square metre. 

Forty- seven three-metre 
Santa statues have been erected 
around the City to “give dimen- 
sion and revitalize”, traditional 
retail areas, ’ said a source from the 
City Hall. 


Christmas patrols boosted as 
roads declared safer 


As GNR and PSP traffic of- 
ficers gear up to control the coun- 
try ’s roads in unprecedented 
fashion over the festive season, 
it was revealed this week that 
road-related death and injury 
figures are still falling, having 
plummeted by 1 1 .8 per cent in 
comparison to last year. 

ANSR, the National Road 
safety Authority, calculates that 
since the beginning of 2008 and 
up until last Sunday, 712 peo- 
ple had died in road-related ac- 
cidents, 96 fewer victims com- 
pared with the same period in 
2007. 

ANSR’ s figures for mainland 
Portugal, excluding Madeira and 
the Azores, also show that the 
number of serious injuries also 
diminished by 17.9 per cent. 

Since January 2008 and 
until last Sunday, 2,399 people 
were seriously injured in road 
accidents, whereas in the same 
period of 2007, that number was 


substantially higher, at 2,924. 

By districts, Lisbon still shows 
the highest number of road deaths, 
with 88 people killed in vehicle 
accidents so far this year, fol- 
lowed by Oporto (77) and Setubal 
(69). 

Districts with the least number 
ofroad fatalities were VUaReal (9), 
Portalegre (1 1), andGuarda(13). 

Meanwhile, the ANSR is pre- 
paring a Christmas Road Cam- 
paign to ensure the festive season 
goes as safely and with as few ac- 
cidents as possible. 

Ongoing until January 4'*' the 
national exercise will involve ef- 
forts from ANSR, the National 
Civil Protection Authority, 
INEM, EMA Air Services, Civil 
Governments, PSP and GNR 
forces, and road company 
Estradas de Portugal, amongst 
others. 

According to ANSR over the 
next three weeks attention to 
safety “will be doubled”, and all 


means will be activated to ensure 
the roads are as safe as possible 
this Christmas. 

Television and radio spots will 
be broadcast to raise awareness 
from 22"'^ and 23""* December, 
respectively, as well as messages 
on prevention that will be 
posted on bill boards around the 
country. 

Civil Governors will also be 
developing district-wide cam- 
paigns. 

As well as road safety, GNR 
and PSP forces are also develop- 
ing special options for home- 
owners to secure their homes 
this season, should they be ab- 
sent over the holidays. 

Under the slogan “At home, 
on the road, together we prevent 
more,” the Christmas campaign 
aims to reinforce not only road 
safety but security within and 
around the home, to reduce the 
number of break-ins, muggings, 
and car thefts. 


Most Lisbon traffic victims are 
pedestrians and motorcyclists 


Two thirds of fatal accidents 
on Lisbon’ s roads involve either 
pedestrians or motorbike riders, 
revealed a Lisbon PSP Chief last 
week. Specialists say pedestrians 
feel they have no responsibilities 
when walking on streets and so 
are more likely to disobey signs, 
endangering themselves. 

Eigures revealed by Antonio 
Lerias, deputy chief of the PSP, 
showed that pedestrians are ex- 
tremely vulnerable when it 
comes to road accidents and so, 
in order to achieve more positive 
statistics, the National Road 
Safety Authority (ANSR) has 


proposed improving road condi- 
tions in urban areas and also make 
police more aware of pedestrians 
disobeying signs between 2008 
and 2015. “Pedestrians don’t 
need a license to walk on pave- 
ments and that takes away re- 
sponsibility regarding accidents” 
said Paulo Marques, adding “A 
pedestrian doesn’ t feel like he is 
violating the law and security 
forces don’t give as much atten- 
tion to these matters as they do 
to vehicles.” The President of 
ANSR also said the Government 
will be launching several aware- 
ness campaigns but admitted 


there is a long way to go before 
people will change their mental- 
ity on this subject. 

Accidents in Lisbon de- 
creased substantially this year, 
from 1 1 ,520 in 2007 to 7, 127 this 
year, one of the biggest reduc- 
tions in all European cities. 
Around three quarters (78%) of 
all accidents, only cause mate- 
rial damage, whilst 22% cause 
casualties. The decrease in child 
deaths was also spoken of, but 
specialists say this statistic is 
due to parents keeping their chil- 
dren indoors more often nowa- 
days. 


EU emergency number 112 now 
functions in all member states 


People can now reach emer- 
gency services from anywhere in 
the EU, simply by dialling 112, 
the single European emergency 
number. 

Now that 112 can be called 
from any phone in Bulgaria, ithas 
achieved complete availability 
just before the Christmas period 
when thousands of people travel 
between EU Member States to 
visit family, hit the slopes or 
look for winter sun. 

It also crowns the combined 


efforts of the European Com- 
mission and EU Member States 
to make 112 fully available eve- 
rywhere so that Europeans will 
always have a lifeline in the EU. 

“112 working everywhere in 
the EU is a nice present to all Eu- 
ropeans, and the timing is per- 
fect: during the holiday season 
people will be spending a lot of 
time in other EU countries. Erom 
now on 1 expect 1 1 2 to be an es- 
sential travel companion for holi- 
day makers in every corner of 


the EU,” said Viviane Reding, 
the EU Telecoms Commis- 
sioner. 

“There is still work to be done 
by the EU Member States, but 
the first target of having a single 
emergency number has been 
achieved. 1 am very glad that our 
efforts to make sure Member 
States get the common emer- 
gency number in place have paid 
off, because now we can see how 
results in Europe can help peo- 
ple in everyday life”, he added. 
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Third coldest November on record 



While the effects of climate change in 
recent years have arguably not been as 
bad as many doomsayers have been 
forecasting, new weather records are 
being set in Portugal with increased ease 
and frequency. However, the country 
seems to experiencing some form of 
‘global cooling’ judging by current 
weather patterns. Latest reports indicates 
minimums last November were almost 
half the average. 


According to the latest 
monthly weather bulletin issued 
by the Met Offiee, the month of 
November registered the third 
coldest minimum temperature 
since records began back in 1 93 1 . 

The Met Offiee further re- 
veals that the entire eountry is 
also experiencing a slight drought, 
despite the intermittent rain that 
has fallen nationwide the past few 
weeks. 

The average night temperature 
in Portugal was 4.7° Celsius, 3 .2° 
below the minimum figure weath- 
ermen have grown aceustomed to 
seeing during the month of No- 
vember. 

Overall, November 2008 was 
the third coldest on record, with 
1956 (4.3 5°) and 1971 (4.69°) the 
only occasions when cooler tem- 
peratures were reeorded in Por- 
tugal. 

Maximums on thermometers 
also dropped, and were 1 .5 8° be- 
neath averages, the sixth lowest 
ever, the coldest since 1976. 

The Alentej o and Ribatej o re- 
gions have also been suffering 
from the extreme weather, and 


along with plummeting tempera- 
tures, they were also hardest hit 
by a laek of rainfall in November, 
stark contrast to the far south and 
especially the north of the eoun- 
try, where rainfall has been regu- 
lar in recent weeks. 

These figures resemble those 
last winter when rainfall between 
last September 2007 and January 
2008 was at its lowest since 1917. 
Rainfall during this period was 
also only 48 percent of the aver- 
age between 1941 and 1998. 

However, since records began, 
January 2008 was eonfirmed as 
the seeond hottest ever. 

Portugal was, in 2006, singled 
out in the Stem Review as being 
one of the European countries 
that will suffer most from global 
warming. 

“The Mediterranean will see an 
inerease in water shortages, heat 
waves and forest fires. Portugal, 
along with Spain and Italy, will be 
the hardest hit, which could result 
in a swing northwards in summer 
tourism”, explained the report. 

The four years leading up to 
2007 were the hottest on reeord

in Portugal while the drought in 
2005 and 2006 was only broken 
by heavy rains and floods. 

But this trend was turned on 
its head last year as weather pat- 
terns experienced yet another 
dramatic shift. 

The summer of 2007 was con- 
firmed as the coolest in two dee- 


ades and also the wettest this cen- 
tury. 

Average temperatures re- 
corded that summer were 0 . 5 de- 
grees below established figures 
since records began, making it the 
coolest summer in continental 
Portugal since 1987. 

T aking into consideration only 


this eentury, between 200 1 and 
2007, the difference in tempera- 
tures measured in summer is even 
greater, with this summer 1 .9 de- 
grees eooler than previous sum- 
mers. 

As for 2008, despite being be- 
low average and forecast tem- 
peratures, weathermen at the 


Met Offiee described the past 
summer as having been “typi- 
cal”. Earlier this year, experts at 
the Met Office predicted a 
seorehing summer, but have 
since admitted that they got it 
wrong, while adding their fore- 
casts can never be seen as being 
100 percent certain. 
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TAP reports heavy losses 


Between January and October this year 
national Portuguese airline TAP lost an 
estimated €170 million in revenue, mainly 
caused by the rise in fuel costs, the head of 
the company confirmed this week.

Romania and Bulgaria have now 
added areas to the network for the 
first time, including areas along 
the Black Sea that are home to 
numerous varieties of rare and 
threatened plants and animals. 


Natura 2000 now includes 
around 25, 000 sites, covering al- 
most 20 percent of the EU’ s land- 
mass, making it the largest inter- 
connected network of protected 
areas in the world.

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Praise for Portugal’s offer to accept Guantanamo prisoners 



Other EU governments should accept 
Portugal’s call to resettle Guantanamo 
detainees who cannot be returned to 
their home countries, Human Rights 
Watch said in a statement sent to The 
Portugal News after Foreign Minister, 
Luis Amado, made the call in a letter to 
his EU counterparts, stating that the “time 
has come for the European Union to step 
forward.” Portugal is the first country to 
press publicly and formally for a 
coordinated EU resettlement plan. 


“For years, the US has been 
unable to convince its European 
allies to accept Guantanamo de- 
tainees who cannot be sent back 
home,” said Jennifer Daskal, sen- 
ior counter terrorism counsel for 
Human Rights Watch, in the 
statement. 

“For the first time an EU gov- 
ernment is publicly pushing to 
make that happen, and others 
should echo Portugal’ s call”, she 
added. 

In the letter sent by the Portu- 
guese Foreign Ministry to EU 
Foreign Affairs chief Javier 
Solana, Luis Amado said: “The 
time has come for the EU to an- 
swer the call to close the 
Guantanamo detention centre”, 
giving “a clear signal of our inten- 
tion to assist the U.S. Govern- 
ment to resolve the problem, 
namely by housing detainees”. 

The Foreign Minister added: 
“With respect to the Portuguese 
Government, we are available to 
participate in this effort”. 

Portugal will not be housing 
any of the Guantanamo B ay pris- 
oners who have been formally 
accused of involvement in the 
September 1 1 or other terrorist 
attacks. 

Instead, Portugal is only ex- 
pected to house detainees against 
whom no charges have been laid, 
but who remain in Guantanamo 
due to the apparent risk of being 
persecuted in their countries of 
origin. 

Of the 250 detainees still be- 


ing held at Guantanamo, about 
30 to 40 have expressed concern 
about being tortured if returned 
to their home countries. The men 
come from places such as China, 
Uzbekistan, Libya, and Algeria 
- all countries with long records 
of committing torture. 

These detainees include a 
group of Chinese Uighurs who 
have been cleared for release for 
years. U.S. efforts over several 
years to convince its European 
allies to resettle these and other 
detainees have been unsuccess- 
ful, in part because the Bush ad- 
ministration has been unwilling 
to accept them in the United 
States. 

In October 2008, a U.S . federal 
court, ordered the Bush admin- 
istration to release the Uighurs 
into the United States because the 
Government had failed to find 
other placements for them. The 
Government has appealed the 
ruling, and the Uighurs remain de- 
tained in Guantanamo. 

Human Rights W atch has long 
called on the United States to re- 
settle some of the Guantanamo 
detainees into the United States 
who cannot be sent back home, 
including the Uighurs. 

“The United States created the 
Guantanamo problem, and the 
United States is responsible for 
solving it,” Daskal said in the 
statement, adding: “But Euro- 
pean governments can play a vi- 
tal role in helping resettle detain- 
ees who have nowhere else to go.”

Portuguese diplomats hail

The speaker of the Portuguese Parliament, ex-Foreign Minister Jaime Gama, 
lamented the death late last week of his former Indonesian counterpart, 
saying All Alatas could have become the United Nation’s secretary-general 
had it not been for the issue of Jakarta’s occupation of East Timor. 



“Without doubt (Alatas) was 
a very experienced diplomat”, 
Gama said in a statement sent to 
the Lusa News Agency in Lisbon. 

“Had it not been for the ques- 
tion of T imor, he would have been 
a strong candidate for the post of 
UN secretary-general”, added 
Gama, who as Portuguese for- 
eign minister in the 1 990s nego- 
tiated an East Timorese inde- 
pendence referendum with 


Alatas under UN auspices. 

A former Portuguese colony. 
East Timor voted overwhelm- 
ingly for independence from Ja- 
karta in 1999 after 24 years of 
often brutal occupation. 

Alatas, 76, died last Thursday 
in a Singapore hospital, one week 
after suffering a heart attack.

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Safer medicine 

□ The European Commission has tabled proposals to improve the way in 
which the European pharmaceutical market operates and ensure that 
patients benefit from safe, innovative and accessible medicines. 


One proposal would allow the 
industry to post non-promo- 
tional product information on the 
Internet or in health-related pub- 
lications. Consumers could then 
access the information to find out 
about the composition, uses and 
effects of different drugs on the 
market. At present, not all Euro- 
peans have access to such infor- 
mation, partly because standards 
differ from country to country. 

Europeans should be in- 
formed about available medicines 
and treatments “since their 


health is at stake,” said vice- 
president Gunter Verheugen, 
Commissioner for Enterprise 
and Industry. 

National authorities would 
monitor the information to en- 
sure it does not violate the Euro- 
pean ban on advertising prescrip- 
tionmedicine. The ban is intended 
to prevent the inappropriate con- 
sumption of medicine and help 
contain drug costs. 

Other measures - including 
mandatory safety features like 
serial codes and seals on packages 


- seek to protect consumers 
against counterfeit medicine and 
unsafe drugs. Counterfeit medi- 
cine is a problem throughout the 
world. Anyone, almost any- 
where can come across medicine 
packaged to look legitimate but 
which does not contain the cor- 
rect ingredients or- worse -may 
be filled with toxic substances. 

Unfortunately, counterfeit 
drugs are big business, with sales 
expected to reach €5 8bn globally 
in 2010 (more than 90% up on 
2005). To stamp out these prac- 
tices, the new proposals would 
require drug manufacturers to 
audit the firms that make the ac- 
tive ingredients in their products. 
Purchasers too would have to 
audit wholesale distributors. 

With reactions to medicine 
causing nearly 200,000 deaths in 
the EU every year, the plan also 
contains proposals to strengthen 
and clarify the EU system for 
monitoring the safety of medi- 
cine. 

The plan also calls for talks 
among EU countries about how 
to make decisions on pricing and 
reimbursement more transpar- 
ent, and how to boost pharma- 
ceutical research. It recommends 
more cooperation on safety with 
the US, Japan and Canada.

After five days on strike, Lisbon Council’s refuse collectors returned to 
work at around 23h00 on Thursday 1 1*^ The accumulated rubbish was 
such that it took a whole week for the streets to return to normality. 


The workers’ standstill was 
evident all around Lisbon at the 
end of last week as overflow- 
ing bins and rotten odours 
plagued the streets. Last week, 
one of the representatives of 
the workers syndicate, Delfino 
Serras, said “only by the end of 
next week will the streets be 
clean and the situation return to 
normality”, adding; “there is a 
lot of rubbish scattered around 
the city and so double the work, 
and double the time, is re- 
quired.” 

The lack of technical means 


and staff were more evident than 
ever: “We need at least two hun- 
dred more workers to give a qual- 
ity service, the existing ones can’ t 
cope with the work” said the rep- 
resentative. 

Many citizens were unhappy 
with the rubbish collectors, but 
the company explained that the 
strike was not against the popu- 
lation, but an effort to improve 
the services the council can offer. 

The strike was to oppose the 
council hiring a private company 
to clean the Baixa-Chiado area but 
Antonio Costa, Lisbon Mayor, 


said the strike was badly 
founded as he denied any con- 
tacts with private companies. 
Unhappy with the Mayor’s 
statements, the workers syndi- 
cate has proposed a new strike 
for the near future, on 26*, 27* 
and 28* of December, unless the 
Mayor contacts them and gives 
them clarification on the matter. 

Between 2,000 and 2,500 
rubbish collectors, truck 
drivers, administrative and 
technical staff took part in the 
strike between 8* and 11* De- 
cember.

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Accommodation boost for rural 
Algarve 



Algarve officials have conceded on a Government proposal that approved the creation 24,000 beds in the region, 
despite arguing that many more are needed. A significant amount of these beds have been allocated for inland 
Algarve, in an attempt to boost rural tourism. 


Local authorities and city halls 
agreed on a ‘rather fewer than 
none at all’ stance and accepted 
the Government’ s limitation of 
24,000 extra beds. 

Since last year’s Protal (Re- 
gional Ordaining and Algarve 
Territorial Plan) was introduced

A study to see whether a 
surface metro system will 
be a possibility for Faro in 
the next decade has been in- 
cluded in the 2009 State 
Budget and several special- 
ists have already been con- 
sulted for the viability of the 
project. 

Jose Apolinario, Faro 
Mayor, has confirmed that 
there is the possibility of 
building several routes for 
a surface metro system in 
Faro and he believes the 
project will get the go 
ahead next year. A prelimi- 
nary sketch illustrates a 
line that starts from 
Pontinha all the way to the 
Algarve Stadium, with 
stops at Bom Joao, Penha, 
Alto Rodes, Faro, 
Montenegro, the Airport 
and Gambelas. Connecting 
lines to Olhao and Louie 
are also being studied, al- 
though they might have to 
share tracks with trains. 

Other changes for Faro 
might be the restriction of 
cars in the city centre and a 
new access route from the 
A22 into the City. 


and restricted the building of new 
projects around the region, sig- 
nificant pipeline developments 
have been put on hold. 

In a meeting last week, regional 
municipal representatives 
reached a consensus that, as 
many of these projects could no 
longer wait for pohtical decisions, 
they would take it upon them- 
selves to fairly distribute accom- 
modation capacities. 

City halls and municipal rep- 
resentatives were left to distrib- 
ute the 24,000 beds amongst 
themselves with many being al- 
located to inland municipalities, 
which have voiced their satisfac- 
tion at the welcome boost. 

Macario Correia, head of 
AMAL (Association for Algarve 
Municipalities) said that this did 
not mean that outstanding 
projects had been shelved, and 
that some may be revised in the 
near future. 

The rural village of Alcoutim 
was allocated three thousand of 
the 24,000 available beds, of 
which. Mayor Francisco Amaral 
said “for the first time justice has 
been done for the interior”. 

He confirmed interest from a 
Spanish group looking to invest 
in the municipality’s mountain 
range with a project comprising 
a marina, horse riding, golf 
course, resort and a hotel. 

Alcoutim, which once had a lo- 
cal population of 10,000 inhab- 
itants, now has just 3,500 resi- 
dents. 

Reports suggest the interested 
group is aiming to upgrade 
Alcoutim’ s Guadiana riverside, 
where it has purchased 3 ,500 hec- 
tares of land north of the village. 

Albufeira, Vila Real and Lagoa 
will be entitled to less new bed ca- 
pacity than initially requested on 
the basis these municipalities al- 
ready boast dense coastal occu- 
pancy. 

Albufeira Mayor, Desiderio 
Silva, argued “Albufeira still has 
large demand but I doubt there 
is enough interest for all 24,000 
beds to be used in the interior”.

Thousands of tons of 
garbage recycled in Algarve 


According to recent figures from regional recycling 
company ALGAR, between January and October this 
year more than 20,000 tons of waste have been 
recycled in the Algarve alone. 


This includes an estimated 
10,000 tons of glass, seven 
thousand tons of paper/card, 
three thousand tons of plas- 
tic and metal, and nearly two 
thousand tons of batteries. 

Nevertheless, ALGAR is 
encouraging people to “keep 
contributing to the success of 
regional recycling” saying it 
is a “battle that is still not 


won.” 

A exhibition was held last 
week in Albufeira, organ- 
ized by ALGAR, entitled 
“Waste in Movement”. 

Held within an 85 square 
metre lorry, the project is 
aimed to encourage adults 
and children alike to recycle 
by enjoying a “virtual visit 
to the world of waste”. 


New super shopping 
centre planned for 


Portimao 

Construction of a new mega 
commercial centre in Portimao 
has recently been approved by 
the Council. With 140 shops 
and a Jumbo hypermarket. 
Aqua Portimao will provide the 
City with its own Algarve 
Shopping-sized shopping cen- 
tre. 

Planned to open in 2011, 
Aqua Portimao is going to be 
located at the main entrance of 
the City, replacing an old can- 


ning factory, in front of a retail 
park which is currently under 
construction. The three storey 
mega commercial centre will 
have a 32,000 square-metre 
area, plus the hypermarket’s 
8,000 sq metres, and will rep- 
resent a €100 million invest- 
ment. 

Another commercial centre 
is also planned for Portimao, to 
be included in the new Munici- 
pal Sport Complex.

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Algarve to home UNESCO 
investigation centre 

At of the beginning of next year, the Aigarve couid be home to an internationai hydric resource 
investigation centre, supported by UNESCO and devised by the University of the Aigarve, if the 
project’s proposai is approved. 


Experts met last week to evalu- 
ate whether or not the Algarve has 
the necessary conditions to install 
the international centre, which 
will research coastline eco-hy- 
drology. 

Involved in the proj ect are three 
different Ministries and numer- 
ous other entities. 

Worldwide, there are only 17 
centres similar to the one that is 


planned for the Algarve, more spe- 
cifically Olhao, that come under 
UNESCO. 

Professor Lms CMcharo, who 
was responsible for submitting 
the project to UNESCO, said that 
despite benefitting from 
UNESCO’s support the project 
would be autonomous to the Al- 
garve University. 

Comprising the project, which

studies linkages between physi- 
cal processes and ecological re- 
sponse in rivers, estuaries and 
wetlands, etc, is a laboratory that 
will be built in Olhao, a rural sta- 
tion in V ila Real de Santo Antonio 
which will accommodate interna- 
tional eco-hydrology courses, 
and the general headquarters, 
which will be in Earo. 

As an example, Luis Chicharo 
compared eco-hydraulics to alter- 
native medicines, where instead of 
prescribing antibiotics to achieve 
drastic results, a more preventa- 
tive approach is favoured, to bet- 
ter manage resources. 

“The general ideais to improve 
the functioning of aquatic sys- 
tems using the ecosystems own 
internal procedures”, he said. 


One possible intervention the 
centre is considering is planting 
trees along the coastline to “cre- 
ate a natural barrier and shelter the 
region from tsunamis, minimizing 
the wave’s impact and taming a 
possible catastrophe”. 

According to the Professor in- 
stalling such a centre in Portugal 
would be of great significance as it 
represents a shift in paradigms, 
where Portugal can export knowl- 
edge instead of importing it, as it 
normally does”. 

In April the experts’ final as- 
sessment of the Algarve’ s viabil- 
ity will be put to UNESCO, fol- 
lowing which, a decision will be 
made by the 193 country mem- 
bers, who will finalize the agree- 
ment. 


Musicians’ 
demands said to 
“jeopardise” 
Orchestra 


An ongoing battle between the Algarve Orchestra (OA-the 
region’s oniy officiai ensembie) and the Aigarve Music 
Association’s executive board couid resuit in the 
orchestra’s dissipation after accusations that ‘demands’ 
made by the musicians and directors were “unacceptabie”. 


The OA’ s financial difficulties 
have long been public knowledge, 
but it is a disagreement between 
the Orchestra and the Algarve 
Music Association that has frayed 
relations to the point that the Or- 
chestra’ s future is now said to be 
at risk as a result of this impasse. 

Accused by the Algarve Music 
Association and other regional 
negotiation mediators of making 
“unacceptable demands”, the 
OA’s musicians have defended 
themselves by saying just one 
proposal regarding contracts was

According to the Algarve Or- 
chestra Musician’s Committee 
(CMOA), no “demands” were 
made on their behalf, and they be- 
lieve that some of the points that 
were made were “misunder- 
stood”. 

An OA source explained, 
“What we did was make one pro- 
posal for contracts and another to 
establish regulations. We are not 
willing to compromise on the first 
proposal, but regarding the sec- 
ond proposition, for the regula- 
tions, which all orchestras have, 
we intend to negotiate”. 

However, the orchestra claims 
no moves have been made by the 
Algarve Music Association or by 
other mediators to initiate nego- 
tiations. 

It was denied that an 80 per cent 
rise in musicians ’ wages, “or any- 
thing like that” was asked for. 

Macario Correia, Tavira 
Mayor and head of the AMAL 
Algarve Municipality Associa- 
tion, which is one of the afore- 
mentioned mediators, has con- 
firmed that this stand-off could 
lead to the Orchestra’ s demise. 

Reports suggest the OA has 
asked that official contracts be 
given to the 20 musicians, who for 
years have been working on ‘green 
receipts’, and imposed an injunc- 
tion that no new musicians could 
be recruited, as well as improve- 
ments in other work areas. 

The matter will be taken to 
court, which, given the Orches- 
tra’ s outstanding debt of an esti- 
mated €1.2 million, could still 
mean the end of the set up for them 
even if the ruling is favorable.

To be exact, during that period, 
1 ,457 drivers were caught doing 
over 200 kilometres per hour, the 
maj ority of offences taking place 
in the summer season, in July and 
August. 

More than 33,000 vehicles 
were detected travelling at speeds 
between 140km and200km/hour. 

Despite the vast majority of 
drivers keeping within the legal 
speed limits of 60km/hour mini- 
mum and 120km/hour maxi- 
mum, on the opposite end of the 
spectrum 70,000 drivers were 
found to have travelled on the 
motorway at slower than the 
minimum limit. 

This data is currently being 
collected by Euroscut for in- 
formative and statistical pur- 


poses, which is being revealed by 
road concessionaries Estradas de 
Portugal. 

It has been calculated that the 
daily average of vehicles using the 
A22 this year is 18,817, a slight 
drop of 0. 1 per cent in compari- 
son to 2007. 

It was also concluded that this 
year, the busiest months on the 
A22 were August and July, re- 
spectively, while the quietest 
month was January. 

There are eight types of speed 
radar on the A22, which cover 
130 kilometres of the Algarve, 
from Bensafrim (Western Al- 
garve) to Spain, plus one mete- 
orological station, six variable 
message boards and two weigh- 
ing stations.

New termini for Portimao? 


Portimao City Hall and the southern bureau of the Port and 
Maritime Transport Institute (IPTM) are studying the viability of 
constructing a new passenger terminal for Portimao’s port, which 
besides being able to handle more passengers than at present will 
comprise shopping and leisure areas, in the fashion of an airport 
terminal. 


Reports suggest that as well 
as renovating and modernising 
the existing terminal it could be 
connected to the new 
Portimao museum, offering 
passengers more to do and see. 

It has also been reported that 
more dredging could be done in 
the Arade River to accommo- 
date different vessels, as 
merely remodelling the pas- 
senger terminal is not believed 
by authorities to be enough to 
attract a wider variety of 
routes and destinations. 

The existing terminal cur- 
rently measures 300 square 
metres and can process up to 
500 passengers per hour. 


However, at present, there is 
only one duty-free shop, 
Madeiran ferry operator Naviera 
Armas’s customer counter, a 
handicraft shop, a tourism bu- 
reau, a bar, and customs offices. 

Next year it is planned that the 
docks will be extended from 330 
metres to 650 metres, to be 
launched at the same time as con- 
struction of the future Eerragudo 
Marina will link the Cruise Ship 
Terminal to the Navy’s docks. 
This renovation is expected to in- 
crease the number of passengers 
that can be received in one day by 
up to 4,000. 

The port reached its maximum 
capacity in 2005 when 42 ships 


docked in Portimao that year, 
the equivalent of 27,700 pas- 
sengers disembarking. 

Other modifications have 
since been made, allowing ves- 
sels up to 2 10 metres in length 
to enter and dock at the port, 
dismissing the need for larger 
cruise liners to drop anchor at 
sea and have visitors trans- 
ferred to land by smaller boats . 

However, with its rising 
popularity and gaining ground 
as one of Europe’s most up- 
and-coming port destinations, 
officials are looking to invest 
heavily in Portimao’s port to 
place it firmly on the interna- 
tional map.

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Abandoned elderly 

SIR, As the nights close in 
sooner now I usually walk my 
dogs along the tracks, avoiding the 
fields. Fortunately for one elderly 
Portuguese man Ibraved the fields 
next to my house the other evening 
and my two Husk- 
ies pulled me to a 
low bush where 
naked male legs 
were exposed. Af- 
ter the first 
shock I puzzled 
what to do. Was it 
a body, a drunk, a 
pervert? I decided 
to get help as no 
matter the reason 
for the man’s na- 
ked condition I re- 
alized by morning 
he would be dead 
from exposure! I 
got a neighbour 
lady who came 
and spoke with 
the very confused 
gentleman and 
phoned the emer- 
gency number. I 
brought a torch 
and blanket and 
we all tried to get the man out of 
the bush while waiting for the 
emergency folks to arrive. 

One hour and many calls later 
two young GNR arrived and 
seemed at a loss what to do. A 
young neighbour drove by and I 
asked him to help. He spoke with 
the man and went directly to the 
local LAR (state run seniors 
home) but he was not an inmate. 
He convinced a care person to 
come. Finally after a further 30 
minutes she came back with a 
wheelchair and she and the young 


man managed to get him free and 
to the home. I retrieved his hat and 
shoes and visited him at the home 
where he had been cleaned up and 
was happily chatting with the 
other residents. 

It transpired he has no family 


and the Luz council has only au- 
thorized he be given lunch each 
day at the Espiche facility. No 
one knows where he goes at night 
and the home has no room for any 
more seniors. 

He is not the first such case I 
have helped in the Lagos area. In 
one extreme situation we built a 
wooden house and homed one 
elderly Portuguese man for over 
7 years! We have Charities for 
orphans and animals but are there 
any to help the elderly?!

Alvor?

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The Old Thailand Returns 


■ The political crisis in Thailand is over, and 
so is the ten year experiment with 
democracy. The rich and the comfortably 
off have risen in outraged revolt against 
equal treatment for the poor, and it’s back 
to the bad old days of shaky coalitions and 
bought-and-paid-for politicians. The 
misleadingly named People’s Alliance for 
Democracy (PAD) has won. 


It was the PAD’ s yellow-clad 
protesters and street-fighters 
who occupied government of- 
fices, and eventually both of 
Bangkok’s airports, in a non- 
stop campaign to oust the Peo- 
ple Power Party (PPP) from 
power. (The yellow was to sig- 
nify their allegiance to the revered 
81-year-old king of Thailand, 
Bhumibol Adulyadej, although 
it was never clear if he shared their 
goal.) 

The government had to be 
overthrown by street demon- 
strations, not by a legitimate vote 
in parliament, because the Peo- 
ple Power Party actually had a 
majority in parliament. The 
PPP’s crime, in the view of the 
PAD, the army, the police, the 
Bangkok middle class, and per- 
haps even the royal palace, was 
that the wrong people had voted 
for it: the rural poor. 

The PPP was the descendant 
of Thai Rak Thai (Thais Love 
Thais), the creation of Thaksin 
Shinawatra, the telecommunica- 
tions billionaire who turned to 
politicsin 1998. Itwas anew style 
of party for Thailand, appealing 
directly to the urban poor and the 
rural majority of Thai voters over 
the heads of the political bosses 
who had traditionally bought up 
their votes. 

Thai Rak Thai won the 2001 
election, delivering Thaksin to 
the prime minister’ s office, and 
he actually kept many of his 
promises. Development funds 
flowed into the rural areas, his 
“30-baht” scheme for universal 
health care brought medical aid 
to remote villages for the first 
time, and farmers got cheap 
loans. It alienated the urban elite 
who had previously got the big- 
gest share of state spending, but 
Thaksin’s popularity soared 
even higher in rural areas . 

He was the first prime minis- 
ter ever to complete a four-year 
term, and in the 2005 election his 
party won an absolute majority

of the seats in parliament - an- 
other first. Even more impor- 
tantly, the political godfathers 
who used to buy and sell the ru- 
ral vote flocked to his banner, 
giving him a virtually impregna- 
ble political position. 

For a moment there, it looked 
as though Thaksin had suc- 
ceeded in transforming Thai 
politics. He was quite autocratic 
in power, seeking to punish me- 
dia outlets that criticised him 
and authorising an anti-drugs 
campaign that resulted in many 
illegal killings, but his popular- 
ity was unquestionable. And 
then it all fell apart. 

The counter attack by the old 
guard came in the form of street 
demonstrations against 

Thaksin’ s new government that 
were used as the excuse for a mili- 
tary coup in 2006. The courts, 
which have not been exactly im- 
partial in this affair, then ordered 
Thai Rak Thai disbanded because 
of alleged election irregularities 
(doubtless true, but equally true 
for all the other parties). 

Thaksin’ s party was immedi- 
ately re-founded as the People 
Power Party, but he was not so 
easily able to evade a court judge- 
ment finding him guilty of con- 
flict of interest over the purchase 
of land in Bangkok. The amount 
of money involved was paltry for 
a man of Thaksin’s wealth, and 
other Thai politicians have gone 
unpunished for far graver of- 
fences, but he ended up fleeing 
from Thailand in order to avoid a 
jail sentence. 

The military then reckoned 
that it was safe to hold another 
election, but Thaksin’ s renamed 
PPP won again last year: the 
poor knew who was on their 
side. Thaksin stayed in exile, but 
his close ally Samak Sundaravej 
became prime minister in his 
stead and immediately faced the 
same legal vendetta. Early this 
year the courts got him for con- 
flict of interest. The charge? He 
was moonlighting as the host of 
a television cooking show. In 
this struggle, no pretext is too 
petty. 

Samak was replaced as prime 
minister in late September by 
Thaksin’s brother-in-law 
Somchai Wongsawat. The PAD 
then launched non-stop demon- 
strations that gradually para- 
lysed the government. Three 
weeks ago they seized control of 
both Bangkok’s airports, shut- 
ting down the tourist trade that 
accounts for 6 percent of Thai- 
land’ s economy. And last week 
the courts came through for 
them again, ordering the disband- 
ing of the PPP and two allied 
parties for electoral fraud. 

That was the final blow. The 
regional godfathers, recognising 
that Thaksin is finished, have 
begun selling their services to the 



)ld line Democratic Party again, 
t won’t even be necessary to 
arry out the PAD’s project to 
ake the vote away from the rural 
)opulation - they were propos- 
ng a parliament that was 70 per- 


cent appointed and only 30 per- 
cent elected because the regional 
bosses will go back to brokering 
the rural vote in the good old fash- 
ioned way. 

It is a sad outcome, but not a 


surprising one. Relatively few 
Asian countries are openly run 
as dictatorships nowadays - 
China, Vietnam and Burma are 
the main exceptions - but the ur- 
ban elites and the big land own- 


ers really still call the tune in 
most of the so-called democra- 
cies. Thaksin had his faults, but 
he was trying to break Thailand 
free from that model. Unfortu- 
nately, he failed.

‘Winterizing’ Your Garden 
in Portugal 

M in preparation for 2009, Joe Geraldes, of Geraldes Garden Maintenance 
and Landscaping, shares advice on how to ‘winterize’ your garden to get 
the best from it, prepare it for next spring, and enjoy it even when it’s cold! 


ing plants,” 
he continues. 

Other 
plants that 
have an accel- 
erated rate of 
growth, such 
as lantanas, 
oleanders. 



Joe says, “I like to begin to 
winterize my gardens by apply- 
ing a fertilizer high in phospho- 
rous (P) and potash (K) on the 
lawns, trees and shrubs”. 

Fertilizer is composed of 3 ba- 
sic ingredients, nitrogen (N), 
phosphorous (P) and potash (K); 
in the autumn the plants and lawn 
need to stimulate root growth to 
thicken and improve the overall 
health of the plant and ensure that 
the plant will thrive and increase 
the bloom time and quantity; 
potash will also make the plant 
and lawn more resistant to in- 
sects and diseases by improving 
the quality of the plant fibre. The 
feeding of the lawn, trees and 
shrubs should be done in Octo- 
ber. 

“In December, I begin to cut 
back all perennials and flower- 


tipuanas, 
pimenteiras and jacarandas are 
cut back harder to stimulate 
growth and as a result a thicker 
plant will emerge in the early 
spring. 

“Late December I also cut 
back the roses (adding special 
feed at this time), fruit trees in- 
cluding olive and carob trees and 
grape vines”. 


In late February/ March flower 
beds should be cultivated by turn- 
ing the soil over with a cultivat- 
ing hook or hoe, this lets the soil 
breath thus making it more fertile. 

This procedure is followed by 
spreading a fresh layer of biode- 
gradable mulch that will help 
keep the soil moist during the 
summer months and will help 
prevent weed germination. 

The last step is the application 
of a fertilizer high in nitrogen (N) 
to stimulate leaf development, 
improve colour and overall 
growth and health. This should 
be done in March no later then the 
end of April. 

Joe concludes “I hope that the 
above suggestions will help you 
bring out the best of your garden 
next spring”.

other end. 

Once you have completely 
covered the rope, take three dif- 
ferent types of evergreen foliage 
out of the garden (4-6in sprigs) 
and, starting at one end, lay one 
piece at either side and another in 
the middle (you aren’t going to 
turn the rope over again, so the 
side you are facing is the one that’ s 
going to be visible). 

The sprigs should be facing the 
same way (with the foliage fac- 
ing left) and will need wiring be- 
fore you continue along the swag. 
Put the second lot of foliage over 
the wire you used to secure the 
stems of the first lot, so there will 
be some overlapping of foliage. 

Once the foliage is complete, 
you can add anything from cones 
and clusters of cinnamon sticks 
to dried fruit, pieces of red dog- 
wood stems, baubles and ribbon. 

If you have dogwood, an easy 
outdoor or indoor wreath can be 
put together simply by weaving 
the most colourful stems to- 
gether, wiring the first one to 
make the ring frame and then 
weaving subsequent stems 
around it. 

But my favourite idea of this 
season is festive place settings, 
made with cinnamon sticks, with 
nuts or small cones stuck to them 
so they stand upright to take flo- 
rist card holders or split cane to 
wedge the name in. The same cin- 
namon stick design can be added 
to the middle of a box of ordinary 
Christmas crackers to match the 
place settings.

Easy festive decorations 


Making homemade Christmas 
decorations is no iongerthe intricate, 
fiddiy, time-consuming task i’d once 
imagined, requiring a degree in arts 
and crafts to achieve. 


Horticulturalists Gill and Cliff 
Plowes, who run Oak Tree Nurs- 
ery in Selby, North Yorks and 
will be demonstrating how to 
make festive decorations at the 
forthcoming Royal Horticultural 
Show Christmas Show in London 
on December 1 6th and 1 7th, have 
given me a huge amount of inspi- 
ration. 

Holly spheres, according to 
Gill, are among the easiest and 
most effective decorations, can be 
done in minutes once you have all 
your materials and look stunning 
hung outside on hanging basket 
hooks or on hooks on the top of 
door frames in your greenhouse. 

T o make a holly sphere y ou ’ 11 
need a dry oasis ball (around the 
size of a tennis ball), a yard of 
curling ribbon (which is strong) 
or raffia, and some wire, all avail- 
able from all good florists. 

Of course, you will also need 


holly from the garden, but if you 
don’t have any, ask a neighbour 
if you might snip off some sprigs 
and perhaps you’ll find time to 
make another for the neighbour, 
too. 

First, pierce the ribbon with a 
piece of florist’ s wire so you can 
thread the wire and ribbon right 
through the centre of the oasis 
ball, knotting the ribbon or mak- 
ing it into a loop at the bottom and 
securing it further by threading 
more wire through the loop and 
into the oasis, to secure the deco- 
ration when it is suspended. 

It doesn’t really matter if it 
looks a bit untidy at the bottom, 
because the foliage will cover it 
when the sphere is finished. 

At the top of the ball, wind the 
ribbon up to stop it becoming too 
creased and secure with a paper- 
clip, which you can hold with one 
hand while inserting foliage with 


the other. 

When you are picking your 
holly, use end pieces, allowing for 
two to three pairs of leaves and 
then trim the bottom pair of 
leaves off so you have an inch of 
clear stem. 

“Starting at the top of the 
sphere, put in pieces of holly 


around2.5-3inlong, adding small 
bits of conifer as you go, work- 
ing around the ball until it is all 
covered,” says Gill. 

By eye, make sure the foliage 
is even and fill in any gaps with 
other evergreens, she says. 

“Thuja ‘Rheingold’ is a great 
ornamental golden conifer to stick 
between the holly sprigs. The 
colour contrast really highlights 
it. You can also use ivy with clus- 
ters of berries, leaving the last two 
leaves of the ivy and the berries, 
which will fill it out and give the 
sphere a different dimension.” 

This will look great on its own, 
although other bits and pieces can 
also be added including seedheads 
and cones, which may be better 
glued on. 

Y ou can tie a bow at the top of 
the sphere with the remaining rib- 
bon and then suspend it from 
your hanging basket bracket. 

Indoor decorations are also 
easy and cheap to make. Swags, 
for instance, can be hung over 
doors or mirrors to bring that fes- 
tive ambience inside. 

Y ou need a length of rope (3ft 
is a good size) around lin thick, 
florist’s wire and some trim- 
mings of the notorious leylandii 


hedging or straw. 

Tie the rope in a knot at each 
end and wrap some wire around 
each end and the middle of the 
rope. Then wind the greenery or 
straw around the rope, securing 
it with wire as you go, until you 
reach the end. Turn the rope 
over and do the same the other 
side, securing it with wire at 2in 
(5cm) intervals and again at the

Sw66t chilli jam Makes four small jars 

This savoury condiment is a bit different from shop-bought 
sauces. It’s a thicker, stickier version of sweet chilli sauce, and 
lovely with grilled or cold meats. Better than bought, and cheaper, 
too ! It has a kick, but won ’ t bio w your head off. If you ’ re making it 
for someone who likes things a little spicier, then just swap a few of 
the red chillies for fiery little bird’ s-eye or Scotch bonnet varieties. 


Spanish fig & Almond balls Makes six 

This is a festive version of Pan de Higo, a dried fig cake that the 
Spanish traditionally eat with cheese. 

Pack the fig and almond balls in cellophane bags, then write serv- 
ing suggestions on pretty tags, and tie on with ribbon. Pack into a 
hamper with cheeses, biscuits and port. 

100g/4oz whole almonds, toasted 

500g pack dried whole figs, hard stalk and centre of base removed 

85g/3oz dried apricots, chopped into small pieces 

50g/2oz dried cranberries 

Itbsp brandy 

Itbsp clear honey 

Itsp ground cloves 

100g/4oz sesame seeds, toasted 


8 red peppers, deseeded and roughly chopped 
10 red chillies, roughly chopped 

finger- size piece fresh root ginger, peeled and roughly chopped 

8 garlic cloves, peeled 

400g can cherry tomatoes 

750g/llb lOoz golden caster sugar 

250ml/9fl oz red wine vinegar 


Tip the peppers, chillies 
(with seeds), ginger and garlic 
into a food processor, then 
whizz until very finely 
chopped. 

Scrape into a heavy-bot- 
tomed pan with the tomatoes, 
sugar and vinegar, then bring 
everything to the boil. Skim off 
any scum that comes to the 
surface, then turn the heat 
down to a simmer and cook for 


about 50 mins, stirring occasion- 
ally. 

Once the jam is becoming 
sticky, continue cooking for 10- 
1 5 mins more, stirring frequently 
so that it doesn’t catch and burn. 
It should now look like thick, bub- 
bling lava. Cool slightly, transfer 
to sterilised j ars, then leave to cool 
completely. Keeps for three 
months in a cool, dark cupboard - 
refrigerate once opened. 


Perjar 857 kcals, protein 5g, carbs 220g, fat 1 g, sat fat 
none, fibre 6g, sugar 21 8g, salt 0.34g 



Whizz the almonds in a food 
processor until most are finely 
chopped, then tip into a large 
bowl. 

Roughly chop the figs, then 
whizz to a smooth sticky paste. 
Scrape onto the almonds then, 
using your hands, mix together 
well with the dried fruit, brandy, 
honey and cloves. 

Divide the mixture into six and 
roll into balls. Tip the sesame 
seeds onto a tray, then 
roll the balls in 
them until 
covered. 

Cover 
the tray 
loosely 
with a 
clean tea 
towel, then 


leave the fig balls to dry for a 
week before packaging. 

Will keep in a cool place for 
2 months.

We may look forward to the gifts at 
Christmas, but there are a lot of health 
hurdles which can lay us low before the 
big day. We chart the 1 2 pains of the 
festive season and find ways to avoid 
them. 


On the 12th day of Christmas 
my true love gave to me, three 
burnt fingers, one troubled 
tummy and a candle setting light 
to the tree... 

It may not sound very joyful 
but they’re just a few of the fes- 
tive hazards that could be un- 
wanted gifts of the season. 


Rushing around and trying to 
cram too much in too little time, 
can be a risky recipe for a series 
of mishaps rather than an excit- 
ing build-up to a peaceful celebra- 
tion. 

Over the 12 days of Christmas 
an estimated 80,000 people will 
be involved in accidents in their

homes, according to statistics by 
The Royal Society for the Pre- 
vention of Accidents (ROSPA). 

Many of those will happen in 
the kitchen during the food 
preparations, or while putting up 
the decorations. 

So as the Big Day approaches, 
as well as dusting off decorations, 
untangling fairy lights and find- 
ing the perfect tree, get wise to the 
perils of the season so you either 
avoid them or know what to do if 
they occur. 

“It’s very common to get a 
minor burn or injury around the 
home, especially at Christmas, 
but many people don’ t take them 
as seriously as they should, and 
unfortunately few know how to 
treat the damaged area properly,” 
says GP Dr Sarah Brewer. 

Worryingly, even though 70% 
of the nation like to think they are 
a dab hand at basic first aid, a third 


don’ t even own a first aid kit and 
44% don’ t both to check whether 
it’s properly equipped. 

While around 36% of us forget 
to put on oven gloves before han- 
dling hot oven dishes and suffer 
bums, and around 68% of women 
are ignorant of the correct treat- 
ment. 

No surprises then that half of 
us stiU bear the seasonal scars long 
into the New Y ear following do- 
mestic injuries at Christmas. 

W e chart the 1 2 pains and per- 
ils of the festive season and give 
guidance from the experts to en- 
sure the season is merry rather 
than marred by mishap or ail- 
ments. 

12. STEPS TO FALL OFF 

Falling off a stepladder while 
putting up Christmas decora- 
tions sounds like an obvious 
hazard but it’ s one of the most 
common accidents, according 


to ROSPA. 

Many people end up in A&E 
after using a faulty stepladder, 
reaching too far to get that last bit 
of tinsel or the fairy onto the top 
of the tree. Check steps aren’t 
faulty, ensure they’re placed on 
an even surface, and get someone 
to hold them steady as you climb. 
11. FLAMING PUDDINGS 

One in 10 Britons manage to 
burn themselves whilst attempt- 
ing to flambe or blowtorch their 
Christmas puddings. 

Be carefuljusthow much alco- 
hol you use on your pud. If the 
worst should happen, GP Dr 
Rob Hicks advises letting cold 
water from the tap run over the 
wound for 10 to 15 minutes. 

“Don’t apply anything like 
butter. Cover with clingfilm to 
keep it clean. If it’ s more than a 
minor burn or scald - if it’ s larger 
than a postage stamp or has pen- 


etrated beyond the first layer of 
skin or it starts to blister - you 
should always seek medical ad- 
vice.” 

10. NASTYTUMBLES 

Tripping over because of ex- 
citable pets, the children’s re- 
mote-controlled presents or slip-

ping on cast-aside wrapping pa- 
per is highly likely, especially 
after a few sherries. Keep acci- 
dents to a minimum by removing 
any old wrapping paper from the 
floor and placing unopened 
presents out of the way. 

“Treat a sore bruised muscle 
area with a cold compress and 
witch hazel or arnica to bring out 
the bruising. Relieve pain by tak- 
ing an over-the-counter pain 
killer like Ibuprofen,” Dr Hicks 
says. 

If a joint is swollen, use the 
RICE technique: Rest: keep the 
limb/joint supported; Ice: apply 
an ice pack or a bag of frozen veg- 



etables covered in a thin cloth; 
Compression: wrap a bandage 
around it; Elevation: keep the hmb 
raised. 

“If it’s incredibly painful, or 
you can’t put weight on it, you 
should consider seeking medical 
advice, although in most cases the 
soreness will subside fairly 
quickly,” Dr Hicks says. 

9. EXPOSED WIRES 

Every year we all get the same 
fairy lights out of the attic, spend 
hours de-tangling them and think 
that they’re as good as new. 

Old lights should be carefully 
checked for loose, frayed or bare 
wires, broken bulbs and cracked 
plugs. If they’re looking shabby, 
buy some new ones. 

Candles should not be any- 
where near the tree, and ideally 
should be kept in containers such 
as jars or secure holders. Do not 
leave unattended or allow pets or 
children near them. 

8. POUNDING HANGOVERS 

Alcohol is a diuretic, which can 
leads to dehydration. Alternate 
each alcoholic drink with a glass 
of water, and drink plenty of 
water before going to bed. 

Natural remedies may also 
help. “When the alcohol forces 
fluid out of the body, the body 
also loses a lot of potassium 
needed to keep the body fluid 
balanced,” explains Holland & 
Barrett’s nutritionist, Samar 
Tarabay. “Bananas are an excel- 
lent source of this mineral, while 
dandelion, which can be drunk as 
a tea, can also help replace potas- 
sium.” 

She also suggests artichoke to 
soothe a gut irritated by booze, 
and ginger to help with nausea.

7. RAGING HEADACHES 
Coping with the stress of cre- 
ating the perfect Christmas (and 
dealing with the relatives!) can 
trigger stress headaches or those 
pesky cold and flu viruses. 

“Also over a holiday people 
who are used to drinking constant 
coffees at work may not drink as 
much, and suddenly experience 
caffeine withdrawal that can trig- 
ger headaches,” Dr Hicks says. 

“Drink plenty of water - as 
dehydration is a common cause 
of a pounding head, while herbal 
teas like camomile can be sooth- 
ing and aid sleep . And don ’ t for- 
get to delegate) obs to other peo- 
ple - don’t try to run the whole 
celebration yourself I ” 
6.TR0UBLEDTUMMIES 
Every year in the UK 
undercooked turkeys cause food 
poisoning, spoiling Christmas 
for thousands of people. 

“At Christmas people pre- 
pare food for more people than 
usual, cook things they don’t of- 
ten cook and have to store moun- 
tains of extra food - all of this has 
food safety implications,” says 
Judith Hilton, head of microbiol- 
ogy at the Eood Standards 
Agency. 

“Nearly a quarter of food poi- 
soning outbreaks at this time of 
year are linked to poultry.” 

Her safety tips: cook bird and 
stuffing separately; don’t wash 
the turkey before cooking as this 
can splash harmful bacteria 
around the kitchen; defrost your 
turkey in the fridge or at room 
temperature allowing one hour 
per 450gm and make sure it’s

5. GRAZED KNUCKLES 

Opening the presents is a high- 
light of Christmas day but using 
sharp scissors, penknives or even 
keys to get into the parcel can 
result in cut fingers, grazed 
knuckles and potential tears. 

“Present opening as well as 
children falling while trying out 
new toys such as scooters are 
both common types of seasonal 
mishaps,” Dr Hicks says. 

He advises cleaning an affected 
area with cool water and then 
applying an antiseptic cream, 
and covering with a sterile dress- 
ing or plaster. 

“But if it looks as though some- 
thing may be embedded in a cut 
or graze, like glass or gravel, or 
you can’ t stop the bleeding, seek 
medical advice.” 

4. COURSE INDIGESTION 

Large portions and rich meals 
can add up to a troubling dose of 
indigestion. Its medical name is 
dyspepsia, encompassing a col- 
lection of symptoms including a 
pain in the chest, often called 
heartburn, as well as bloating or 
burping (wind). 

“Rest your stomach by not 
eating when you feel hke this,” Dr 
Brewer says. “Antacids such as 
Remegel can be effective, or 
drinking a glass of milk to settle 
the tummy. Also ensure your 
waistband is not too tight when 
you eat, and don’t bend over or 
lie down straight after a meal.” 

Sometimes people mistake 
pain from heart disease or angina 
for indigestion. If you get a se- 
vere pain in the chest over a pe- 
riod, sometimes but not always 
accompanied by pain in the arm. 


you should call an ambulance as 
it may be a sign of a heart attack.

3. BURNT FINGERS & HEAD! 

In a quest for sleek and straight 
party locks, 38% of women acci- 
dentally burn themselves with 
their hair straighteners while get- 
ting ready to go out at Christmas, 
according to a survey of 4,000 
people conducted by Acriflex 
Cooling Burns Gel. 

One in 20 women burn them- 
selves on the scalp, forehead or 
behind their ears, another 43% get 
burns on their arms or hands, and 
half will still have unsightly scars 
beyond the New Year.

“Research has shown that 
echinacea decreases the odds of 
developing a cold by 5 8 % and the 
duration of colds by a day-and- 
a-half.” 

A new herbal medicine, 
Kaloba, can be taken to treat up- 
per respiratory tract infections 
such as colds, and should be taken 



at the first sign of symptoms.

We were in a Princess suite 
with a private balcony, comfort- 
able sitting area, mirrored dress- 
ing table and a marble bathroom.

The passenger ticket stipu- 
lated: A Black & White Ball, A 
B ig B and B all and an Ascot B all 
(headwear optional).

But it’ s 
more cocktail dresses than 
evening gowns and there was 
quite a loose interpretation of 
that from what I witnessed on the 
dancefloor.

tinto from the lower Alentejo. 
The sweet was a parfait of 
toasted almonds with chestnut 
ice cream and doused with a 
Grand Marnier hot sauce and the 
dessert wine was a late harvest 
Quinta da Alorno 2004. 

As has become the Society’s 
Christmas custom, the end of 
lunch proceedings were enli- 
vened by a “free” raffle, forwhich 
each member had been given a 
ticket upon arrival. There were a 
number of excellent prizes, in- 
cluding the grand prize of a beau- 
tifully decorated and specially 
made Christmas cake. 

The Algarve Wine Society’s 
2008 activities are now con- 
cluded, but 2009 will be another 
full year. A tasting of the Terras 
do Sado wines of Casa Lrmalinda 
Freitas, followed by dinner, at the 
Hotel Garbe in Arma^ao de Pera 
will kick off the new year on Fri- 
day, January 23.

And on June 28 
will be the ever popular summer 
party and golf outing, which will 
conclude the very full slate of the 
Algarve WineSociety’s activities 
in the first half of the year.

The Man Who Made Eric & Ernie (BBC2, 8.30pm) 

On August 1 1 , 2008, British TV lost one of its foremost figures. Bill Cotton grew up 
surrounded by showbusiness — his father was the bandleader Billy Cotton — and so it 
seemed inevitable that, after completing his education, he’d also enter the world of 
entertainment. But instead of becoming a musician. Cotton got a job at the BBC as a 
producer of light entertainment shows, including the one fronted by his father. In 1 970, he 
was promoted to the post of Head of Light Entertainment, and that role sealed his fate as 
a small-screen legend. During his tenure. Cotton oversaw the production of such classic 
series as Monty Python’s Flying Circus, The Two Ronnies, Bruce Forsyth’s Generation 
Game and, perhaps most successful of all. The Morecambe and Wise Show. After his 
programmes continually topped the ratings, Cotton became Controller of BBC One in 1 977, 
and was promoted again to Managing Director in 1984, a post he held until his retirement 
three years later. Away from TV, Cotton was vice president of the Marie Curie Cancer Care 
charity, and was knighted in 2001 . This documentary takes a look back at his remarkable 
achievements.

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A few thoughts 

A few different events have prompted me to think about a subject many of us wouid be 
1 happier ignoring. What wouid happen to ourfourfooted friends — IF? The IF covers 

several different things, liiness, car breaking down whiie dogs are ‘home aione’, the iist 
isendiess. Butjusta iittie forethought couid save worry and probiems when and if the 
‘IF’ did happen, one hopes. 


As some people know I have 
just been to the UK for a week. 
Whenever I go anywhere and 
leave Jim or Julie with any of my 
‘zoo’, even ifitisjustan overnight 
show visit, I leave a Doggy List. 
This is not a new thing, Julie also 
does this. I have done this for 
many years, prompted by Lennie 
with his serious and various Auto 
Immune problems. He needed so 
many pills through the day and so 
much information was needed in 
case he went into a crisis whilst I 
was away. What to do, what 
drugs he had to have, what he 
must not have — all listed. 

So, I have an essay on my com- 
puter which is updated regularly 
and printed off whenever I go 
anywhere. We also have all pa- 
perwork connected with each 
dog scanned and on our server. 
It has to be said that I have a cou- 
ple of problem dogs which makes 
my paperwork a bit more com- 
plicated! I Some ofthis may sound 
a little OTT but it could well be 
helpful in a crisis. 

For guidance a list should have 
the following: 

1. Dogs (or Cat) name, date 
of birth, colour/breed, chip 
number and any organisations 
registered with. A very important 
and often forgotten one down here 
is ‘register the chip number with 
the necessary organisation down 
here’. (It can be done by your 
Vet) I still think it is ludicrous in 
today ’ s world, when our pets can 
go everywhere, that there is no 
central database. BUT there is 
not — so the UK chip has to be 
registered here to be of any use 
in a lost dog crisis. I am told they 
are ‘working on it’ — we watch 
and wait. 

2. What food the dog eats, 
what he doesn’t, if he is allergic 
to anything food wise. Does he 
have any treats, if so what are the 
favourites. When meals and 
treats are given, what bowls are 
used. 

3. Any fears, ie thunder, 
fireworks, letterboxes, yes my 
first OES hated them, loudnoises. 


shouting or next doors cat! Mer- 
lin has hang-ups from the pet 
shop. 

4. Are they used to being in 
a crate or on the sofa! ! Are they 
used to being outside on the patio 
orinakennel. Iknow where mine 
would be listed!! 

5 . Some people have writ- 
ten a life story of their pets — me 
included as I have for these arti- 
cles. You probably know more 
about my dogs than a lot of other 
people, certainly more than my 
family in the UK. 

6 . A photograph would be 
useful, perhaps, just in case dog 
goes missing. 

7. As we live to a certain 
extent in a ‘nomad’ community I 
have decided that to have my 
dogs pet passports kept up to date 
is worth doing. This was bought 
to my notice really by a couple of 
instances when the worst hap- 
pens, critical illness in one case 
and a fatal accident in another. 
In one case the passport was up 
to date and the dog flew to the 
UK to the next of kin which was 
VERY important in that instance. 
In the other more recent case the 
dogs had to stop here as they had 
no passport. That one prompted 
me to ‘reactivate’ Chloe’s pass- 
port, I had let it lapse when we 
arrived as I felt we would never 
leave, butyouneverknow. . . None 
of us ever know what is around 
the comer. 

8 . List of when, and if, para- 
site treatment was given, two of 
mine are allergic and them hav- 
ing it would cause them distress. 

9. Their Vets name. Obvi- 
ously it is worth making certain 
ALL allergies are registered at 
the Vets. That is allergies to eve- 
rything — anaesthesia, any 
dmgs, food etc. Your own wishes 
need to be made to the Vet, but 
most people know the Vet well 
enough that he would probably 
know what you personally would 
do in any event. 

To take this, the logical, one 
further step and to the discussion 
that took place in the UK with my 


aged parents. They are 84 and 85 , 
they have a small brown terrier, I 
have mentioned him before. He 
mles the house. His food is 
cooked and cut up specially, he 
has a saucer of coffee in the 
morning and last thing at night, 
every night he plays with his bag 
of dried food for 30 mins at 
2 1 .00pm. He goes out at 06.00am. 
He has his special seats in the 
house. My parents were not feel- 
ing so good on one of the days I 
was there so they were stressed 
about the ‘what if subject. Who 
wouldhave him and give him eve- 
rything they did. It was a difficult 
one. He is 1 0 years old. I offered 
him a passport and retirement in 
the sun but I don ’ t think that was 
well received. They worried 
about how he would cope with the 
plane trip — I did try and reas- 
sure them that he was so small 
he could go in the cabin!! I sus- 
pect my, non-dog-owning, Sister 
may be lined up — but not know 
it! Obviously Julie and I have each 
other and know that if necessary 
the dogs wouldbe cared for. How- 
ever, I suspect Julie may feel she 
gets the short straw as I have 4 
dogs, and it has to be said they 
are spoilt dogs. She does not have 
the time to spoil her dogs. 

Now, once you have written all 
the essays, (well over Christmas 
when the films are not good! !), 
the best bet is, honestly, to print 
off a few copies. I have one in 
my kitchen all the time, by the 
doggies goodie drawers. A friend 
suggested that it is worth having 
one in the car, again what if the 
car crashes — they do, amazingly 
not as often down here as one 
might expect with the way some 
drivers behave. This brings up 
another thing to remember. My 
dogs never wear collars at home, 
I know they should but they don ’ t. 
BUT I always insist they do not 
get in that car without their col- 
lars on, their car harnesses and 
their leads. Yes even to go the 5 
mins to Julie’ s house on deserted 
lanes ! ! ! You never know, I could 
go around a comer and come 


face to face with a tractor in the 
middle of the road (mostly trac- 
tors around my house), we could 
meet, stove the Jeep and all sorts 
of problems could follow. At least 
if dogs are strapped in they, hope- 
fully, do not fly through the win- 
dow, (except Cleo who undoes 
the car seatbelt!!), they should 
not hit you at a speed, which with 
Chloe at 35kgs would be quite a 
huge hit, and if they all have leads 
I can at least walk them home. 
Equally the car couldbreak down, 
which they do, again leads are 
necessary. 

So food for thought! ! ! All of 
you dashing off to the UK for 
Christmas can now spend an ex- 
trahour, amongst the packing and 
wrapping presents, writing a 
doggy history to leave with the 
dogs. Sorry to add that little job. 

However, on a more serious 
note, I do think this is worthwhile 
and I do think it makes sense, 
moreso because of the lives we 
lead. In my case I am up and down 
motorways all the time, back and 
forth on planes. My Fire Alert in 
the Ibis was sobering — I am on 
many medicines with many prob- 
lems and wear a medic alert, I also 
had a lot of paperwork for Cassie 
— to try and remember every- 
thing in those short moments was 
a challenge, it has made me re- 
think.

According to the first demo- 
graphic estimates published by 
Eurostat, the Statistical Office of 
the European Communities, the 
enlarged European Union will 
have a population of 499.7 mil- 
lion by 1 January 2009. 

While the population in the 
27-member EU will reach 500 
million, the population of the 
new euro area, including Slovakia, 
will be 328.6 million on 1 Janu- 
ary 2009. 

In the EU the population grew 
by 4.4 per 1,000 inhabitants in 
2008, due to natural population 
growth of -1-1.1 percent and net 
migration of -1-3.3 percent. In to- 
tal, the EU27 population is esti- 
mated to have increased by 2.2 
million in 2008. 


Bridge could be bad for Lisbon, warn 
architects 


The National Board of Architects has 
warned that if the future third bridge over the 
Tagus River (nicknamed TTT) goes ahead 
as it was presented to the public this week, it 
could cause “serious damage” to the City. 


In a report to the Portuguese 
Environmental Agency, the 
Board said it thought the 
project’s environmental impact 
study (EIA) did not take into ac- 
count “the implications for built- 
up public and urban spaces”. 

“Considering that the bridge’ s 
two moorings and consequent 
road and rail accesses are im- 
planted in consolidated urban ar- 


PM’s son mugged 

On Friday 5'^ December the Prime Minister’s 
thirteen year old son was robbed by a gang 
while he was walking with a friend in Lisbon. 
After receiving a call from his son telling him of 
the incident, the Prime Minister contacted his 
personal security staff immediately to take care 
of the case. 


Eduardo Socrates was 
walking with a friend on 
Cipriano Dourado street, 
near Campo Grande termi- 
nal, late Friday night when 
they were approached by four 
males riding on bicycles. Af- 
ter threatening them with 
knives, the assailants stole 
their mobile phones and left. 

The Prime Minister con- 
tacted his personal security 
staff immediately, the PSP’s 
Personal Security body, to 
investigate the incident. 


They subsequently con- 
tacted the 3*^** division of Lis- 
bon PSP to take care of the 
matter. 

The PSP said that no ‘spe- 
cial treatment’ is being given 
to the case, stating that it will 
be treated as any case of rob- 
bery. 

Officers believe the gang 
is most likely from one of 
three troubled neighbour- 
hoods in Lisbon, 
Ameixoeira, Alta de Lisboa 
or Cruz Vermelha. 


EU allows Lisbon to 
shorten decision time for 
big public works contracts 

EU leaders meeting in Brussels accepted a Portuguese 
proposal last Friday to temporarily reduce the timeframe 
necessary to approve contracts for large public works 
projects as part of a stimulus package aimed at countering 
the economic crisis. 


A diplomatic source told the 
Lusa News Agency Lisbon’ s ini- 
tiative, pruning the approval pe- 
riod to 30 days from 87, would 
be valid for two years, 2009 and 
2010.

Portugal will boost its troop 
contribution to NATO forces in 
Afghanistan to 1 10 from 74 next 
year. State Secretary for Defence 
Joao Mira Gomes announced in 
Kabul. 

He said the enlarged Portuguese 
contingentwouldincludenewmili- 
tary liaison and medical teams.

The future Chelas-Barreiro 
Bridge, which is set to commence 
construction in 2009, will entail 
two bridges higher than the 25 de 
Abril Bridge (198 metres) and a 
67-metre-high surface. It is the 
first bridge drawn up in demo- 
cratic times to be situated over 
consolidated urban areas within 
Lisbon city. 

Another point made in the ar- 
chitects’ report was that “no 
study whatsoever was made to 
evaluate the effect additional traf- 
fic will have on already highly 
congested areas like the Pra 9 a do 
Areeiro and the Entrecampos 
roundabout.” 


The European Union leaders 
turned down a second Portuguese 
proposal seeking a higher ceiling 
above which investments require 
public tenders, the diplomat was 
further reported as saying. 


Mira Gomes was paying a one- 
day visit to the Afghan capital to 
meet with Portuguese troops and 
to hold talks with NATO and UN 
officials. 

The Portuguese contingent is 
largely involved in the training of 
Afghan soldiers and police.

“Interesting” and “technical” were the words 
chosen by Gary Paffett (McLaren) to 
characterise the new racetrack after testing 
the McLaren Formula 1 car this week. 


With two of the best teams in 
the motorsport industry prepar- 
ing for the 2009 season, the Al- 
garve MotorPark racetrack has 
been hailed as a great circuit to 
carry out tests, with cars being 
prepared similarly as they would 
for Barcelona and Jerez. 

On Monday, Felipe Massa 
and Gary Paffett, drivers for 
Ferrari and McLaren, were 
present to try out their cars with 
changes conforming to the 2009 
specifications. Despite strong 
winds hampering the tests 
slightly, McLaren tried out the 
new modified front wing, which 
will reduce the downforce, and 
also put further mileage on the 
engine; whilst Massa concen- 
trated on an endurance test, of 
around 36 laps. On Tuesday, 
Pedro de la Rosa took charge of 
the McLaren car. 


“It is very interesting and 
treacherous, with blind bends, 
and makes you think a lot” said 
Gary Paffett, Lewis Hamilton’s 
team mate, adding “it has unique 
stretches that can’t be found 
anywhere else, making it feel like 
a rollercoaster.” 

The British pilot said the 
tarmac was very slippery, mainly 
due to the little use the track has 
had so far, but noted that the 
Bridgestone slicks, new addition 
for the 2009 season, have been 
behaving extremely well. Despite 
the conditions, Massa and 
Paffett were able to clock impres- 
sive times, with the McLaren re- 
cording the best time on Monday 
at Im 3 1 .788 s, averaging 1 85 km/ 
h on the treacherous track, but it 
was Pedro de la Rosa who set the 
time to beat with a Im 30.165s 
on Tuesday.
